There were many callers at the 
White House all bearing op- 
timistic reports on the campaign, 
but Mr. Coolidge saw only a few, 
meeting with the Cabinet this 
morning and conferring with some 
government officials on business 
before devoting the remainder of 
the day to his address. 

Among the report reaching the 


White House today was one 
brought by Senator WGarreid of 
Oklahoma that a Ky Klux Klan 


fight was impending in the Repub- 
lican Senatorial campaign in* that 
State. Opinion was expressed by 
the Senator, how-ver, that the na- 
tional ticket would be little af- 
fected by a Klan fight. 

“The Klan is the baby of the 
Democrats,” he declared. adding 
that a Klan row was prevailing in 
the Democratic fight for the Sen- 
ate nomination in Oklahoma with 
former Gov.

Note to be Part of Plea to 
Win New Trial for Twp of 
Condemned in Murder 


That he will place the “bottle- 
note confession” of the slaying of 
Charles Chapman, insurance bro- 
ker, before the State Supreme 
Court as part of his plea to win 
a new trial for two of the men 
sentenced to hang for the murder 
was the statement yesterday of 
Nathan Goldberg. attorney for 
John Sears and John Geregac, two 
of the condemned trio. 

Sears and Getegac, together with 
Jack Ferdinand, were found guilty 
of the murder in Judge+ Avery's 
court several months ago. eir 
motion for a new trial was denied 
and all were sentenced to be 
hanged. Gold filed notice of 
appeal in behalf of Sears and Gere- 
gac, while the sentence of Ferdi- 
nand also was appealed. 

According to the State's theory 
of the case, Ferdinand: shot and 
killed Chapman during a hold-up 
in the vicinty of South Park and 
Slauson avenues the night of No- 
vember 27, 1923. Sears and Gere- 
gac also were indicted for the mur- 
der on the ground that they took 
part in the hold-up. 

The “bottle-note confession” was 
found Monday on the sands of 
Long Beach by E. E. Epperson 
617 Orange avenue, Long Beach. 
The note was signed “Walter Wa- 
terhouse, a water rat.” and stated 
that the writer had fired into a 
group of three men whom he had 
seen scuffing in the vicinity of the 
Chapman murder. One of the men 
fell. the writer said.

A Fatal Error 

Good acting, expensive sets and charming 
photography can sometimes be submerged by 
small mistakes. 

“Unguarded Women,” shown recently at 
Grauman’s Metropolitan, was all but wrecked 
by a blunder in casting.

Personally, I think that the expected revival 
of war plays and war literature, as it applies 
to the World War, will never occur.
